A convincing demonstration
of the importance of the voter
in our California legislative
procedures was a spectacular
feature of our recent primary
elaction, Shot down by a heavy
barrage of negative votes was
a proposed $270 million bond
issue for new state construc-
tion.

This possibility arises be-
cause of an unusual complica-
tion in the $2.9 billion budget
for 106263 which was finqlly
passed after much struggling

the budget bill provided for
use of some $141 million dur-
ing the year for capital out-
lay from the bond construction
fund.

However, only $52 million is
left in that fund. The remain-
ing $89 million needed to carry
out the budget program would,
it was anticipated, be obtained
from sale of part of the $270
million new issue. So now that
it has been defeated, the state
is confronted by a budget for
next year which will be con-
siderably out of balance unless

OBVIOUSLY, the projects
planned cannot be undertaken
unless money is available. The
administration has stated that
they will not be started unless
financing is legally available.
Therefore, all lines of possible
action are being intensively
explored. Cutting back the
building program, or raising
taxes to provide needed funds
to keep it going, are two alter-
natives neither of which it is
pleasant to contemplate.

The need for the buildings
to be constructed from these
funds is regarded in adminis-
trative and other circles as
acute. The state colleges anti-
cipate a jump in enrollment
of 8,500 students by next year.
More than $60 million of bond
funds were allocated to these
colleges in the budget, The
university expects 4,500 more
itudents, and was allocated $52
million from bond funds.

direct state control were to be
granted $20 million toward the
cost of their construction. New
correctional facilities for
adults and youths would re-
quire $21 million, and facilities
for mental hygiene, $4 million
from bond funds. All these con-
struction programs are threat-
iened by the deficit in the bond
construction fund so unexpect-
edly created by the voters

IMMEDIATELY it became
iapparent that this bond issue
would not pass, the governor
asked his director of finance to
study the impact of this loss of
potential revenues on next
year's budget, and the advis-
.abmty of calling a special ses-
sion of the legislature to deal
with the problem. It was in-
dicated that several days
would be taken to make de-
cisions, but it is possible that
such a session may have been
called before you read this.
One suggestion advanced
was that the special session
pass another bond issue to be
put on the November general
election ballot for considera-
tion of the voters, Such action
would require a two-thirds
vote by both legislative houses.
ince this is election year for
state officials, the polities!
problems of securing neces-
sary votes in the assembly
should be readily apparent.

THE SITUATION thus cre-
ated is certainly unique in
California legislative history.
This is the first time proceeds
of a bond issue not yet ap-
proved by voters have been
| counted on to balance a budg-
et. It is also the first time the
| voters have been given the op-
| portunity to create a budget
problem by their own action,
but they certainly took advan-
tage of it.

The constitutional and legal
situation seems clear. The
governor can reduce the pro-
gram to fit the $52 million
avallable, Legislative action is
required to reach any other
solution to the problem. You
can be certain that in working
one out, we will be fully con.
lndoul that the voters did re-
Ject this particular bond issue.
